Yesterday Ike Rev. M. D. Conway delivered an 
address in the Unitarian Chapel, South Place, Fins¬ 
bury, upon the question of the negro. He said 
that sixty years since America and England abol¬ 
ished the slave trade, but it was only superseded 
by a system of slave-breeding. This was abolished 
by England, and after twenty-eight years the doom 
oi slavery had been accomplished in America. In 
America even now oppression was calling on trade 
to restore its fortunes, by, again converting the 
hearts and brains of black men into cotton and 
sugar ; and had not England been always 
ing, from the shopkeeping point of view, the races 
of men which had been confided to her to govern 
and civilize ? It would appear as if the average 
Englishman had had an impression that Cuffee was 
coffee done up in a human-like way. The reform¬ 
ers fought their good fight on that line. They re¬ 
membered the effect produced upon the slave trade 
by 300,000 people pledging themselves not to use 
any island produce while it lasted, and they now 
tried to prove that free workmen would supply more 
sugar and coffee than slaves. Had they appealed 
to the more eertain gain to humanity, they would 
have found that the shopkeeper is not, after all, 
the innermost Englishman; and though they 
might have waited for the victory, their successors 
might have escaped the reaction which set in when 
the figures of sugar and rum began to shrink, and 
which reached its climax in the dreadful outbreaks 
and massacre of last year. That reaction was one 
of the saddest and yet most instructive pages of 
modem history. From the first was that fatal ad¬ 
mission to the shopkeeping view that the negro’s 
chief end was to raise sugar and coffee. The

The Managers of the National Anti-Slavery Subscrip¬ 
tion Anniversary beg leave to notify their friends,—the 
friends of the negro and of universal liberty, that the 
thirty-third Anniversary will be held in Music Hall, 
Boston, on Thursday, January 24,1866. The aim of this 
effort is to give the American Anti-Slavery Society the 
means to continue its operations, and especially to 
sustain the publication of the National Axti-Slavebx 
Stand aed. 

Notwithstanding the Constitutional Amendment, 
abolishing slavery throughout the Union, has been 
ratified, still the rights of the negro race are in fearful 
peril. Whether that anti-slavery provision shall be 
practically a dead letter, or really work its intended 
effect, is to be decided this Winter. Whether slavery 
shall continue to exist in everything but the name, is to 
be decided this Winter. Overborne by a powerful, edu¬ 
cated, and wealthy race, —one inflamed by old prejudice 
and recent defeat, and armed with exclusive political 
privileges,—the negro, even if technically free, is still 
a slave, while destitute of civil and political rights. 
Even now, the rebel States propose a labor code, where 
differences between master and servant are to he settled, 
not, as in all free countries, by courts and judges, but 
by the lash, in the hands of irresponsible masters. This 
stamps the system as a substantial slavery. The plan 
Of reconstruction, urged by the Administration, leaves 
the black still a slave. The Constitutional Amendments 
proposed by Congress are a deliberate desertion of the 
Negro and surrender him defenceless into the hands of | 
his old masters. These Amendments break the 
National pledge to our black allies, and if accepted by 
the States would jeopard the safety of the Union and 
make Emancipation for many years to come a form. It

Their success was more complete than they 
had desired ; but it was enough to give the Gov¬ 
ernor an opportunity to anticipate the realization 
of the planter’s ideal', and, by deliberately hanging 
the political representative of the negroes, to give 
the world a study of the new government. 

Mr. Conway went on to say that, as an American, 
he would be silent concerning some bearings of the 
events which had occurred a year ago in Jamaica ; 
but upon some others, as a Southerner and a friend 
of the negro, it was his duty to speak. He believed 
those men who justified the acts -of Gov. Eyre had j 
been sadly misled by the persistent misrepresents- 
tions to which the negro had been subjected, and 
that they thought of him as something approach¬ 
ing a gorilla. The following were the characteris¬ 
tics of the black man, according to the anti-negro 
books : He is indolent, ferocious, forever plotting 
to take possession of the land, and he ceres for 
nothing but to sleep in the sun ; he is utterly ser¬ 
vile and inherently rebellious ; he is a tiger, he is 
a hound, he has never accomplished anything, and 
he is the only man who can possibly labor on two 
millions of square miles in the western hemis¬ 
phere !

Behoving that few if any 
readers of the Anti-Slaveby Standard have ever visited 
this sterile spot in the extreme interior of Louisiana, 
may we not act as informant ? The land here is higher 
than most other portions of this swampy State, and 
admirably adapted to the cultivation of cotton and com. 

the chief staple; but the 
raising of that production being attended with so much 
difficulty, the freedmen prefer to contract for cotton, 
and as “labor is king” now, sugar is neglected. Cotton 
sells here at forty-five cents a pound, and by Christmas 
the planters confidently expect fifty cents. Scarcity of 
hands, a very wet season and the cstterpillers have 
combined to make this year’s crop a small one—yet the 
freedmen have labored better than the slaves used to do 
five years ago. To see the anxiety of these ireedmen 
to accumulate cannot fail to obtain for them a reputa- 
tionfor thriftiness. All one’s ideas of Sabbath-breaking 
met with contradiction—for the field-hands claim 
their right tOpend Sunday in cultivating little patches 
of ground which they have hired, in order that they may 
“lay by something for next year." It is in vain to tell 
them they ought to rest the body, and appropriate at 
least that day for soul-eultnre. They say, “ We have no 
house over our heads; we live on the planter’s ground, 
his huts, and we want to get horses, cows, land, cot¬ 
ton, and a home of our own. We must get a start;

The stems 
of this handsome tree are straight, smooth and 
clear, attaining a height of from sixty to eighty feet 
in a very short space of time, for it grows at the 
rate of iwo or two and a half feet in twenty-four 
hours. This useful giant has been introduced into 
India, and may, in time, supersede the inferior 
descriptions of bamboo, and give the Hindoo one 
more reason to venerate the name of Robert For¬

SOCIAL HABITS OF THE WORKTSO CLASSES. 

I have now known English working people in 
towns and cities pretty intimately for the last fifteen 
or sixteen years, and I venture to affirm distinctly 
that their habits are disorderly, that self-indulgence, 
exceedingly vulgar self-indulgence, is their bane, 
that the men spend habitually the larger portion 
of their earnings on their pleasures, chiefly 
in the form of drink, and that the women are an 
oppressed and helot class, crushed almost to the 
earth by habitual low feeding and bad treatment, 
aud unable to exert themselves to make their per¬ 
ms neat or iheir homes endurable. Their children 
tey do manage, indeed, to dress wonderfully well 
Sundays ; when the grubs come out as butter¬ 
flies. The maternal instinct will assert itself, and 
great must be the sacrifices which these wives and 
mothers make to accomplish the one darling object. 
But I believe, unhappily, in no self-sacrifice on the 
part of the males of the working-classes generally. 
They are not trained to habits of order and regu¬ 
larity at home ; they grow'up reckless and extrava¬ 
gant, and the tree once bent never grows quite 
straight. Careless they live, and careless they die, 
habitually denying themselves little, habitually 
regardless of the wants of others. No matter what 
they earn, the future rainy day is never thought 
about. The English workman is indeed generous 
to his “chums,” his fellow-workmen (far more so 
than the Frenchman, for instance), and will almost 
always subscribe to the assistance of a sick brother; 
but I speak from the closest observation when I say 
that he lives, comparatively at least, “ on the fat of 
the land,’’whilethe wife and children have nothing 
but dry bread from Monday morning to Saturday 
night. The husband and father, in London and 
other large towns more particularly, is regarded as 
the bread-earner, and consequently as the owner, 
who has the right to do what he wills with his own. 

I have seen the most brutal selfishness exhibited in 
all its forms, selfishness that it would be impossible 
to exaggerate, or denounce too severely to public 
indignation. I have seen an artisan, for instance, 
who earned forty shillings a weak, come home to 
his meat supper night by night, and consume it to 
his wife and children’s presence, without evi 
asking them to share a single morsel, and that when 
the wife was within two or three days of her con¬ 
finement, aud sinking from 'want of food. And 
public opinion in the court—that was the worst of 
the matter—saw nothing unusual or improper in 
this arrangement. The man had the right to do 
what he willed with his own. I have seen a young 
man, who earned his five-and-thirty shillings a 
week, live with a sick father, and jaded mother, 
aud half-a-dozen starving children, and paying bis 
three or four shillings a week for bed and break¬ 
fast, and never dreaming of adding a single penny 
to the household store, and’yet spoken of as a good 
son by the mother under such circumstances ! It 
seemed so natural to her; his class-morality sanc¬ 
tioned this course. A young man must want 
money for his dress and amusements ; he could not 
be expected to think of his starving brothers and 
sisters, or of his worn-out mother, or of his slowly- 
dying father. Now these are not calumnies : tl 
are melancholy and terrible facts, which I could 
thentieate with name aud street, only that it would 
be very unjust to the individuals, who are fit repre¬ 
sentatives of their class. To show that these are 
not exceptional cases, I must add that for two years 


the works of Messrs. File, Spenes, <5c Co. (Lim¬ 
ited) were recently placed in “liquidation,” an 
offer was made by the new management to reopen 
the rolling mills at a reduction in wages of 5 per 
cent. only. The furnaces were in preparation. aDd 
a sufficient number of men were ready to resume 
work, when down came an “ order ” warning the 
unfortunate men off, and by implication threaten-! 
tog them with well-known trade union penalties 
for non-compliance with the ukase. They obeyed 
the order, aud the results have been a loss to the 
iron-workers of West Hartlepool alone of some¬ 
thing like £500 per week, and a consequent de- 
pression to the whole trade of the town. Conduct | 
such as this is steadily driving away the trade from 
the North of England—at how heavy a loss to the 
operatives may be judged from the fact that some 
of them have been earning £2 a day, others 22s., 
and even the mill furnace-men upwards of 12s. a 
week ? Discouraging as this refusal of the Middle- 
borough and Hartlepool iron-workers is to those 
who believe co-operation to be the real and only so¬ 
lution of the formidable and growing dispute be¬ 
tween capital and labor, an event has happened 
which will more than counterbalance this disap¬ 
pointment At an agricultural dinner in one of the 
most Conservative counties iu England. Lord 
George Manners, one of the representatives of that 
county, and a brother to the Duke of Rutland, 1 
who presided, proposed that the co-operative prin¬ 
ciple should be applied to agriculture as the best 
means of raising the deplorably low wages of the 
agricultural laborer. The idea is no new one. It 
has been put in force with excellent results by Mr. 
Gurdon, brother of the late member for West Nor¬ 
folk, aud is fully described in Mr. Fawcett’s last 
work.— Western Morning News.

Lovers of onr olcl ballad literature will be glad to 
hear that the original manuscript collection from 
which Bishop Eercy took his “ Rehqnes ” is .afeojiit 
to be printed.
